Indinmi polio, Ind., Jen. 21.—President 
Mitchell's report to the convention of tho 
Mine Workers of America, which began 
).«re yesterday, covered sixteen printed 
page*. He deplored the fact that many 
local unions are withholding a portion 
of the capitalisation tax, and intimates 
thar <10,000 miners are paying due* to 
the local unions from whom the national 
association gets no benefit. He urge* 
a vigorous action. President Mitchell 
reviews the strike* of this year. 

In summing up conditions on the An* 
thru cite fields, he says: 

“While upon the whole the situation in 
the Anthracite fields duriug the past 
year has been very encouraging, there , 
are stilf tome questions which are a i 
source of annoyance, and which have j 
created considerable discontent among 
the mine workers there.
